A Toast For The Red Baron 

While most Americans axe planning. to spend their summer vacation sitting in 
gaslines or looking at the Tut artifacts, the Red Baron is planning to siphon off 
a number of patrons to view the drinking spectacle at Rothenburg. Now, lest you 
suspect I have my Bavarian cities confused, let me assure you that I am not writing 
about Oktoberfest held annually sometime between September and November in Munich. 
That one is all about beer anyway; "Der Meistertrunk" in Rothenburg is about wine. 

Rothenburg is a walled city that has been preserved much as it was in Medieval 
times. One can easily imagine that it is now the year 1631 when the event actually 
took place. (Better make that "alledgedly" took place.) As the story goes, Rothenburg 
fell to the Imperial forces during the thirty years war* The commander of the conquering 
army, Count Johannes Tilly, wanted to destroy the town and hang all of the councillors. 
The wives and childred understandably upset at this edict threw themselves in front 
of Count Tilly and begged the councillors be spared, 

Having tasted a little of the local wine, Copit Tilly let a trickle of mercy dribble 
into his plans. Rothenberg had a great ornate goblet that held about a gallon of 
wine, It was generally passed from mouth to mouth to give the whole council table 
a glow on. The count ordered the goblet filled to the top and announced to the crowd 
that if any one of them could empty the goblet at one draught, the councillors— and 
the town — would be spared. A man named Nusch, a former burgomeister and a stout 
drinker, stepped forward to take up the challenge, I donH think I would be giving 
away the ending if I told you that he succeeded. . .after all, the town is still there. 
They say that Nusch slept for three days afterward and lived to be very old. ..well 
preserved, I believe the phrase is. 

Anyway, the Red Baron (better known as Lufthansa Airlines) is running package 
tours to Europe which include a visit to Rothenberg to see the reenactment of "Der 
Meisterbrunk" (The Master Draught). Performances will be staged the last week in 
June, the first week in July, and the second week in September. Five hundred Rothen- 
burbers and 150 horses will take part in the two hour spectacle. You can tell the 
villagers because they will be dressed in 17th century costumes.

But 
borrowing a phrase from somewhere I said "Let me eat cake.'' So there we were at a 
candlelit table eating cake and drinking wine. I had naturally wanted the imported 
California kind but settled for a German white. 

Without power our hotel room could not be heated either, but don't underestimate 
the power of thick German comforters to keep one warm. All in all, ".it was an interesting 
experience. We may return to Rothenburg some day but I don't know if I want to stand 
through the pageant or not . Watching someone pretend to drain a gallon of wine from 
a falsebottomed mug just can't compare to drinking a bottle of wine and eating cake 
by candlelight. . .but I guess it's all in who's doing the consuming,

Overalls U topi a, Ltd . is a great new zine that has been needed by this hobby for 
a long time. At $3.00/12 issues Scott's publication is a darn good deal.

I purposely - which word is in this case synonymous with 'negligently' - 
skipped the last issue, and this is the first publication of the Fall 1902 moves.

ERIC KIRCHNER (AUSTRIA) : This was my first postal Diplomacy game , so when I 
drew Austria I was even nore paranoid than usual. I lucked out, though, when Russia 
and Turkey couldn't get Along, and Peter Reese proved an extremely agreeable Italy. 
In a few years the Turks were g(?ne and the Russians beaten back, arid Italy and I 
turned to face the E/G alliance. 

England and Germany had an easy stalemate line available in MAO-Den-StP because 
we could not get any fleets into the ?.tlantic , but by staging a fake war between us 
we managed to divide E & G and break the line . From there our draw was pretty much 
assured— the position was such that we" could not stab each other easily. 

This game was full of great moments; little ones like talking Germany into 
convoying my army to Wales, and greater ones like finally breaking the stalemate line. 
Thanks to Peter Reese for being the perfect ally — I can't elaborate on that or this 
wou-ld be three pages long. Thanks to John Michalski for his assistance and more 
importantly for constant involvement even when things were slow. Sorry to David Scott 
who I was fighting and lying to most of the game. I hope everyone has a game like 
this one sometime— good diplomacy, 1 good tactics, good playersv--' -"I* enjoyed -4t.-. 

J0HK MICHALSKI (RUSSIA) s Boy, did I flub this one. The first time I played 
Germany, I proposed a 3- way western alliance as a feeler, and it worked ! So, the first 
time I drew Russia, I thought I'd try that in the East. Very stupid. Next, I tried 
an attack on Kirchner's Austria. Also very stupid. I don't even remember Turkey; 
Fred Winter was a sly and slippery England who died on my d.oorstep, leaving Scandanavia 
in foreign hands to the very end. Only a prompt acceptance of my errors and the role 
of a vassal saved me; that and the need Austria/ltaly had of having someone who could 
build fleets on the western shores! I never paid much attention to the west at all: I 
know Germany was strong for a while, then he was gone. Baumeister took over England 
and helped a little, then he dropped too. []No, .he didn't.]. That's probably the reason 
AIR made it in this one, after good play by Kir chner and Reese s we're all originals, 
and only 1 MR between the 3 of us, I believe. I fail to see the logic in continuing 
the "phoney war" between AI as long as they did, but who am I to question it? 

All in all then, I feel fortunate to come in 3rd. After the stupid floundering 
I started with, I consider myself lucky.
